Moscow, Saturday. 


USSIAN forces, gathering speed in their all-out offensive, are 
rapidly closing the gap between their two spearheads in the 
Caucasus. Only 34 miles now separate the Red Armies driving 
north from Mozdok. 


On 
Thursday the gap was 


80 miles. 

On the DON front the 
armies of General Rosso- 
kovsky and General Yere-| 


menko are sweeping the main 
German forces like chaff be- 
fore the wind towards the 
Donetz River. 


The Red Army spearhead in 
this sector is now less than 60 
miles from Rostov, gateway to 
the rich Don Basin and starting 
point of the last Soviet winter 
offensive. 

About 150 miles now separate the 
remnants of the original 22 Ger- 
n divisions encircled before 
ngrad from the nearest other 
German forces. 


BIG BLOW TO HUNS 


Almost the whole of the 22.000 
square miles inside the huge Don 
Bend—the size of Scotland and 
Wales—have now been ‘reed of the 
enemy, except for the small south- 
west corner behind the lower 
Donetz River. 


The capture of Zimovmki, an- 
nounced on Friday, was as a big 
blow to the Germans as the loss 
of Kotelnikovo. 

The Germans intended
